It was a real cliff-hanger! Would we, 
or would we not, begin school on Tues- 
day, September 6, with the other 9,970 
Lynchburg Public School students? 

Although students, teachers, admin- 
istrators, and volunteers had worked 
hard all summer helping to prepare 
our brand new high school facility for 
the arrival of students, building in- 
spectors said on the Friday before the 
scheduled opening that the school did 
not meet building code and safety 
standards; and word went out of a 
probable delay in the opening. 

This would have meant either Sat- 
urday school over a long period of 
time or school through mid-summer 
of next year. But there was a slight 
chance that Heritage could still open 
on time if we all pitched in and worked 
the whole Labor Day week-end. So, 





after the months of long, extra hours, 
the Pioneers REALLY got busy. 

By the end of the long weekend, 
debris had been cleared away and 
hazards had been made safe. Although 
the facility was not completed, every- 
one crossed his fingers and held his 
breath while the building inspectors 
toured the school and grounds and 
made their final decision. 

That decision was announced at 7:00 
p.m. on Monday, just hours before the 
school busses would start their rounds. 
We sat by our radios waiting to hear 
whether the next day would indeed be 
the first day of school. 

The announcement was made! The 
safety and fire inspectors gave their 
okay! The Pioneers had proved them- 
selves again!

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EDITOR’S NOTE: It is rare to have 
an ideal self-image described by some- 
one else. It is even rarer when such a 
tribute comes from an area rival school. 
So it was with something close to awe 
that we read the following article by 
Feature Editor Commie Parker in the 
Brookville Beeline on October 28, 
1977. With such support and praise, 
it will be easier to maintain the 
standards established in our first two 
“pioneering” years. 


At any given point during a lifetime 
each individual invariably faces the 
threat of change. Two years ago the 
beast of change entered my life and 
sought to destroy a security that my 
environment revolved around—the 
security of being a Brookville student.

What’s it like to leave your home- 
land and live in another country? 
Views on traveling abroad differ. But 
seniors Debbie Jo Hedges and Monica 
Hansen agree that once you catch 
travel fever, it stays with you. 

Debbie’s dream was a summer 
in a foreign country. As president of 
the American Field Service last year, 
she came down with the travel-fever 
symptoms. Once her application was 
approved by the Lynchburg AFS, she 
went to New York for another session 
of interviews and applications. 

After writing to her new family, 
the Gormez’s, and learning the ropes 
of international travel, Debbie left 
June 21 for Istanbul, Turkey. ‘Later,

Publication usually comes fairly 
late in life for the mathematician, 
after years of working to develop a 
new theory.

As you erase that line for the fifth 
time, you notice you’re wearing a hole 
in the paper. Positioning your ruler 
correctly, you execute.a perfectly 
straight line from angle to angle. The 
entire operation has taken five minutes. 

This patience is required in mechan- 
ical drawing. But because it is a subject 
that requires much individual effort, 
students find it highly rewarding. Both 
precision and concentration are needed 
in order to finish a drawing within the 
time limit. 

After taking two semesters of 
mechanical drawing, the student begins 
to understand the way the mechanical 
world functions. A good math back- 
ground is a help in this class, as is art. 

The careers branching out from 
mechanical drawing are almost limit- 
less.

Getting a good job after graduation 
is certainly one of the goals of 
education. To help serve this need, 
Lynchburg’s public school system 
offers a large vocational department 
to allow a student to have a variety 
of choices for job preparation. 

This year Heritage housed five 
new classes, located in the all- 
new, fully equipped labs: printing 
lab, auto body shop, climate control, 
building trades, and construction. 

All five classes are aimed at 
immediate job placement after com- 
pletion of a one-year introductory 
course, lasting three periods per day. 

Printing game programs, invitations, 
personal name cards, and the Pioneer 
Post are some of the jobs of Mr. 
Henry Wyatt and his printing classes. 
In-class exercises follow a format of 
designing art work, paste-up, layout, 
camera work, platemaking, press 
operation, and finishing. 

Offset printing is used almost 
exclusively and does a good job in 
conjunction with computerized 
typesetting.

When Heritage High first opened, 
there was some doubt as to whether it 
would be finished within the announced 
time. But the new ultramodern school is 
nearing final completion after almost 
two years of blueprints, scaffolds, and 
bare steel beams. And it has taken the 
involvement of not only the workmen, 
but the students and faculty as well. 

The bright mural on the wall of the 
student commons, the functional, com- 
fortable classrooms, and the new Media 
Center are all built from the combined 
ideas and needs of the faculty and stu- 
dents. The digital clocks have emerged 
from tangled wires hanging out of the 
walls, and the elevator has risen from a 
seemingly endless shaft to one of Heri- 
tages’ most useful “extras.”

Another plus will be the solar heating 
panels. Heritage is the only school in 
the country to have a “sunpower”’ sys- 
tem. But electricity, heating and air 
conditioning haven’t been ignored. A 
super-advanced system for controlling 
temperature keeps everyone comfort- 
able. 

But the biggest asset is the Field 
House. This grew from a roped-off sec- 
tion of land to an immense arena able to 
house any sport’s event. A maze of hall- 
ways behind the Fieldhouse can trans- 
port players to locker rooms, showers, 
and even outside. The mural around 
around the upper walls depicts sports 
from basketball to tennis in modern, 
graphic art. 
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THE AUDITORIUM, with its blue and orange 
seats, its orange carpet, and its accoustical walls 
is one of Heritage’s latest completions. 


ALTHOUGH SOME OF THE SCHOOL has yet 
to be completed, the many, many steps leading 
from the fire levels are finished with the excep- 
tion of a coat of paint or two. 
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THE SPORTS MURALS on the wall, the mo-- 
dern bleachers and track floor, and the ceiling 
scoreboard all add up to be a Field House that we 
are all very proud of.

Although the majority of Heritage is 
completed, there are still a few parts of 
the building yet to be finished. A good 
example is the lecture hall. It’s sort of 
a “mini-auditorium” and will seat 
about sixty people. Teachers will be 
able to use it for films, slide presenta- 
tions, or large club meetings. 


Also, approximately $800,000 is going 


to be spent completing the proposed 
Olympic-sized swimming pool. With 
the completion date tentatively set for 
the 1980 school year, there are already 
plans forming for a school swim team. 
But students aren’t the only ones 
with luxeries in store for the future. An 





outside picnic/lounge area is in the 
planning for the faculty and adminis- 
tration to enjoy in warm weather. 

No matter how you look at it, Herit- 
age is dazzling. Coming down the stairs 
from the student parking lot, the school 
seems huge and cavernous. The build- 
ing itself is designed to house approx- 
imately 1750 students. But Heritage is 
much more than a building.
